T he visit o f the venerable Mr IIev v es to thi 


and the deserved attentions he lias received 


quence of his participation ¡11 one of the most daring 
acts connected with the history 
o f the Revolution, 


throwing the tea overboard in Boston harbor, gives ad­ 


ditional 
interest 
to the follow ing pleasant narrative o f 


that affair, which we copy from an Oration delivered 


in Providence, some years since, by W 
a l t e r D a n - 


f o r t h , Esq.:— 


“ Shortly after the taking of the Gnspee, a popular 
demonstration of feeling in the province o f M assachu­ 
setts Bay increased the general enthusiasm, while it 
urged Great Britain to adopt more rigid measures against 
their colonial subjects. 
T he oppressive duty on tea 
still existed ; and the 
legislatures o f all the colonies, 
acting in harmonious concert, and determined not to 
pay tribute to their oppressor in that way, had passed 
laws to prohibit its importation and prevent its landing. 
A cargo of tea was sent by the East India company to 
lloston, and apprehensions were entertained by the ever 
vigilant patriots that it might he landed and sold ; and 
it soon attracted a numerous party to the shore. 
This 
is the first regular tea part}/ mentioned by grave histo­ 
rians. 
Tea parties, probably, anterior to that memora­ 
ble period, hud been, as they have been since, fashion­ 
able attractions to both sexes, und with them have long 
been associated the circulation of light scandal, innocent 
tattle, and agreeable gossipping ; hut with how much 
truth I will not pretend to decide. 
At this remarkable 
tea party there were three 
hundred and 
forty-two 
chests consumed, and the kettle in which it was steep­ 
ed was Boston Bay. 
The servants 
who p o u red out 
the lea (it was poured out hut not served round) were 
twenty stout athletic yaukee hoys, disguised as Indians, 
w ho, in such a servile employment, preferred that guise 
to their ordinary garb. 
At this tea party, gossip and j 
scandal were busy, and the subjects of it were George i 
III., and the British ministry, and parliament, and all 
who aided in 
the enforcement of their obnoxious1 
laws. 
Their conduct, their motives, und their charac­ 
ters, were assailed in unmeasured terms. 
T hey were 
held 
up as vile, sordid and arbitrary oppressors, who 
were forging letters for the 
hands, 
and yokes lor the 
necks, ol the free-horn people of the Atlantic shores.— 
These feelings extended : these patriots looked hack to 
the early emigrants ; reviewed 
the causes that sent 
them, wanderers, to tins country, and solemnly resolved 
to cherish that same love of liberty, that same attach­ 
ment to freedom, and of independence in word und deed, 
which had so fur been a constant characteristic o f the 
colonists.” 


Stammering;.'— .Mrs. Leigh’s secret of cure for stam­ 
mering has been purchased aud made known by the 
Belgian Government, and met with

T he following is tile prescription us publish­ 
ed :— 
“ The Stammerer is to press the tip o f his tongue as 
hard as he can against the upper row of his teeth ; is to 
draw a deep breath every six minutes, and is to keep 
perfect silence for three days, during which this pressing 
of the tongue, and the deep inspirations are to he con­ 
tinued without intermission.

rolls of linen are placed under the tongue, in order to 
give it the required direction even during sleep.

the three days have expired, the patient is to read aloud 
slowly to Ins physician for an hour. 
During the exer­ 
cise, care is to he taken that the stammerer is never in 
want of breath, and he must, therefore, he made to 
stop frequently and inspire deeply. 
T he patient is to 
he admonished to keep the tip of the tongue floating 
when he speaks, and never allow it to sink into the ¡in­ 
terior cav ity of the lower jaw .”
